TO 

Promote Technical Education in Ireland. A.D. 1888. 

W HEK.EAS it is expedient that due provision should be made 
for technical education in Irish national schools and else- 
where : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

5 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

I. This Act may be cited as the Technical Education (Ireland) short title. 
Act, 1888. 

10 2. — (1.) After the passing of this Act the Board of National Provision for 

Education in Ireland shall make provision for giving technical by 

education in any school under their control on the application of Board of 
the local manager, and approved of by the Board’s inspector, and Education 
either by day or evening classes, or both, as may seem fit, having 0 r local 
regard to the daily occupations of the persons to be benefited uuthorit y- 
thereby, and may do so either by grant or in schools under then 
own management. 

(2.) If such provision is insufficient, and if the local authority by 
special resolution determine that further provision ought to be made, 

20 they may themselves make such provision by supplementing the 
grant of the Board of National Education. 

3. Where technical education is given in any school, not being Oontribu- 
an ordinary national school (including for the purposes of this Eoard^of 
section any college), which is not under the Board of National National 
25 Education or local authority, and is either within the district of the ^j^ lon 
local authority or accessible to the inhabitants thereof, the Board authority 
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of National Education or local authority may contribute, or they 
may join together in contributing, towards the maintenance of such 
school — 

{a.) By the maintenance or improvement of that school or of its 
provisions for technical education ; or 5 

(i.) By the payment of the fees at that school of deserving 
students who before proceeding to such school have been 
resident in the district of the contributing local authority ; 

(<?.) By the establishment of scholarships for deserving students. 

The mode in which and the terms upon which the Board of po 
National Education and local authorities shall be represented upon 
the governing bodies of schools receiving such contributions, so far 
as technical instruction is concerned, shall be such as may be agreed 
upon between the Board of National Education, local authorities, 
and governing bodies respectively in each case, and in default of 15 
agreement, by the Science and Art Department. 

Every such contribution shall be deemed to be expenses of 
National Education Board or local authority incurred for the 
purposes of this Act. 

4. — (1.) Where any school in which technical education is given 20 
in pursuance of this Act is also an ordinary national school , a 
parliamentary grant may he made to such school by the Science and 
Art Department. 

(2.) The conditions required to be fulfilled by such school in 
order to obtain an annual parliamentary grant shall be those con- 25 
tained in minutes issued by the Science and Art Department. 

5. Where any school in which technical education is given in 
pursuance of this Act is not an ordinary national school , a parlia- 
mentary gra/nt may he made to such school by the Science and Art 
Departments subject to such conditions as that Department may 30 
prescribe. 

6. — (i.) All the provisions of the Irish National Education Acts 
relating to sufficient accommodation, fees, and the acquisition of 
land, shall apply to schools where technical education is given, or 

to he given, under this Act. 35 

(2.) A school which is under the management of a local manager, 
and in which technical education is given under t his Act, shall he 
conducted in accordance with the same regulations as an ordinary 
national school under the Irish National Education Acts : Provided, 
however, that every such school shall he open to the inspection of 40 
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any inspector appointed by the Department of Science and Art, as 
well as of the inspectors of the National Board of Education in 
Ireland. 

7. The expenses incurred by a local authority in giving effect to 
5 this Act, including any such contributions as are above mentioned, 

shall be payable out of the local rate. The local authority shall 
have the like powers of borrowing for the purposes of this Act, but 
subject to the same conditions, as for other purposes. 

8. It shall be competent for the National Education Board, 
10 should they think fit, to institute an entrance examination in 

reading, writing, and arithmetic for persons desirous of attending 
technical schools for which the Board has given a grant, or classes 
under their management, or to which they contribute. 

9. For the purposes of this Act the expression “ technical 
15 education ” means instruction in — 

(i.) Any of the science subjects for the time being specified in 
the directory of the Science and Art Department upon which 
that Department undertakes to examine ; and 
(ii.) In any or all of the following subjects ; that is to say, 

20 (a.) The use of ordinary tools. 

( 1 ) .) Commercial arithmetic. 

(e.) Commercial geography. 

(d.) Book-keeping. 

(e.) Shorthand. 

25 (f.) French, German, and other modern languages. 

(g.) Freehand and machine drawing. 

(h.) Any other subject which the Board of National 
Education in Ireland or the Science and Art Depart- 
ment may from time to time prescribe as being a proper 
30 subject of technical education for the purposes of com- 

merce, agriculture, or any trade or handicraft. 

10. The provision to be made for technical education under this 
Act may include the providing of school laboratories, apparatus for 
teaching and experiment, museums and their contents, libraries, 

35 books, workrooms, schools or schoolrooms, or the improvement of 
existing provisions of any of these kinds, and the maintaining of 
the same in such manner as may be necessary to give effect to this 
Act.

l'nterpreto- fund or borough rate, and elsewhere tho poor rate ; the expression 
non of terms. « local authority ” means in a borough the council of that borough, 
and in a township under the Townships Improvement Act, 1854, 
the commissioners of said township, and elsewhere in Ireland any 5 
rural sanitary authority. 

Extent of 12. This Act shall apply only to Ireland. 
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
